DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Claim 12, line 2, it is unclear what the clause "of an earth moving machine:" is 
referring to. The clause should be deleted. 

b. Claims 1 -7 contain many limitations which lack antecedent basis in the claims. 
For example, "the teeth" in line 1 of claim 1 lacks antecedent basis. These claims should 
be carefully reviewed and all instances of limitations without antecedent basis should be 
corrected. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson 247,148. 

Anderson discloses a tooth and tooth holder including: 

- projecting lugs on the tooth 

- a cavity on the tooth 

- a pin 
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See the attached marked up version of Figure 7 for a detailed explanation of how the art 
reads on claim 1. 

In regards to claims 2-4, the widened abutment regions have portions that are curved 
(middle portion), an inclined plane portion and a straight step portion (Figs. 6 and 7). 
In regards to claim 7, the lugs have a curved shape (Fig. 6). 
In regards to claims 8-9, the nose of the tooth holder has a straight guide (C). 
In regards to claim 10, the opening for the pin has a chamfer (Fig. 8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-6 andl 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 12-32 are allowed of the art but may be objected to above. 

Conclusion
